To remove the rottenstone with a 
damp piece of chamois carefully wipe 
the wood, and when ail trace of this 
is gone a bright lustre can be brought 
to the surface of the wood by rubbing 
It lightly with a soft piece of cheese- 
cloth moistened with alcohol 
The latter must tie used sparingly 
on f u r n i t u r e for it burns the varnish 
and will ruin the appearance of the 
rocker or table if enough is put on to 
scorch the surface.
